COUNTY MARRIAGES 
DECREASE FOR 1941 


Marriages in San Bernardino 
county during 1941 decreased 6 
per cent, despite an increase of 8.4 
per cent for the state as a whole, 
it is announced by the state de- 
partment of public health. Mar- 
riages registered in 1941 totailed 
48,887, compared with 45,081 in 
1940. 

San Bernardino county regis- 
tered 765 marriages for 1941, as 
compared with 814 during 1940. 

Spectacular increases in mar- 
riages were reported from a num- 
ber of counties in which major 
military establishments are locat- 
ed. San Luis Obispo county led 
the state with 592 marrieges in 
1941, compared with 266 in 1940 
—an increase of 122.6 per cent. 

Despite the 8.4 per cent -in- 
crease in marriages for the state 
as a whole, 27 counties decreased 





kiyou led the more populous losers 
with a 1941 decrease of 39.3 per 
cent. 

Alpine county, with.one mar- 
riage, showed an increase of 100 
per cent over 1940, when there 
were none, while Sierra county, 
with no marriages in 1941, scored 
a 100 per cent loss as compared 
with 1940, when there were four. 
Six counties had the same num- 
ber of marriages in 1941 as in 
1940. 





AID 10 NEEDY IN 
SLIGHT INCREASE 


The number of peopte receiving 
aid to the needy aged in San Ber- 
nardino county increased 2 per 
cent, going from 4,988 to 5,084 
during the year between January, 
1941, and January, 1942, accord- 
ing to the California Taypayers’ 
association. 

Over the state as a whole, the 
association found, the number of 
people receiving aid to the needy 
ageq has increased 4.4 per cent 
during the same period, going 
from 151,740 in January, 1941, to 
158,478 in January, 1942. Total 
payments to this group of people 
in the state went from $5,744,940 
for January, 1941, to $5,783,218 
for January, 1942. 

“California takes three first 
places when it comes to aid to 
needy aged persons,” the associa- 
tion stated. “In November, 1941, 
the state not only paid out the 
largest total. amount of any such
